Ho remembered the last injunction of tho 
young soldier's older sister, "I commit him 
to your care." The young hero interpre- 
ted the meaning of tho tears, that his 
wound was mortal. 
"I>o not weep," ho

Then gathering up his wan- 
ing strength, he repeated tho verses often 
sung by the soldiers, who, uuiid all tho 
whirl and excitement of tho camp and the 
battlefield, never forgot thoso whom they 
havo lofc behind thorn—mother, sister, fa- 
ther, brother. Cninly, clearly, distinctly, 
he repeated the<e lines, tho cfionu of the 
song:

The night wore away. Death came on

He was carried to the hospital, with six 


hundred aud tifty of his division comrades. 
Ho lay all night with his wound undressed, 
waiting his turn. There was not a mur- 
mur from bis lips. Thc chaplain looked 
at bis wound.

that it wus mortal, ho could not articulate 


;>ly: neither could ho restrain his tears, 


and Quite as likely to be as well handled 
as his own ship. For many months \\e 
have hoard of the Kearsage us n foe- "wor 
thy tf the Alabama should sho have the 
good luck to cp.tch her: indeed, tho Cup- 
tain of the Kearsage had.assumed that if 
they met there could bo only ono pos-iblo 
result. Why, then, did not'Captain Scin- 
mes FCC tlml this was an o ca-ion for the 
exercise of that discretion or that ingenui- 
ty which the greatest Generals have 
thought rather nn addition to their fame? 
Did his prudence give way. ns they sny a 
bri'vc man's courage will sometimes? 
Was he wearied with a waifaro upon the 
defenseless? 
Did conscience or self-re- 


spect sugLjeot thai tho destroyer of a hun- 
dred unarmed merchantmen had need to 
nrovo bin euurnge and to redeem his name 
irom piracy? It is simply said that he 
hud bcon challenged, and that ho accepted 
tho challenge, not without some forecasts 
of the result. AH any ordinary duelist 
hands his watch and poeketbook to a friend, 
Captain Scnunes s>cnt on thorc his sixty 
chronometers—the mementoes of so many 
easier conflicts—his monoy, and tho. bills 
of ransomed vessels- llo then steamed 
nine miles out to sea, and entered into mor- 
tal combat with tho enemy, first exchang- 
ing shots nt the distance of little more 
than a mile—out of all distance, our futh- 
tors would liuve culled it; not 60 now. 


As it happened, and as it frequently 


happens on uii'ih occasion?, an English 
yacht was in tho harbor, and its owner, 
Mr. Lnnea&ter, thought tho view of one of 
the most important naval engagements like- 
ly to occur in his time was worth the risk 
o'f a stray shot.

By tho way, General Smith is running 


what lie culls tho Petersburg express, 
which runs every fifteen minutes, day and 
night, one way—into tho city; and tlio 
messages do not fail to report. It is not 
a two-horse hourly, but a thirty-pound ri- 
fled shell from the* battery on Spring Hill, 
nearthe Friend House. The city is in 
full view from that point. The swift mes- 
senger, "whistling for want of thought," 
cleaves the air and crashes in tho town, 
Thero it goo.< as 1 wrote tho word " crash," 
at this hour of precisely 10:20 in the night. 
Liston ! Ten, fifteen, twenty, thirty sec- 
onds, nearly, I hear tho deep and hollow 
rumble of the explosion nniong tho brick 
walls and in tho streets. I rode up to Gen- 
eral Smith's quarters this evening. 
It ia 


not far from the battery—a little on its 
flank toward the town". Tho bolls flow 
past us every seven and a half minutes

The " express" has been doing double du- 
ty this evening. The rebels havo been 
pounding our lines a good deal to-day, and 
therefore the increasou fire. It was really 
quite interesting to Hit there beneath th 
refreshing shade of the trees nnd hear th 
bolts go by, knowing that thoy wero pow 
era used to punish treason and crush re 
bollion. But it was not quite eoagreeabl 
to see the Hashes of tho rebel long-rang' 
guns across the Appomattux, aud hoar th 
singing in tho air—coining nearer, louder, 
Whore will it striko? Will it go by? Will 
it fivll short? or will it take mo? You 
would like to shrink to tho smallness of a 
mustard seed. Ah I it fell short. You feel 
easier and \\nconccrnttd now. Y«u would 
just as lief have them keep it up all night 
as not. 
You feel well a minute; but tho 


old feverish, nervous, restless, apprehensive 
feeling comes back, so long as you remain 
in range. General Smith remarked that 
he was paying the rebels back for what 
Stuart did at Carlisle, Pennsylvania, one 
year ago to-day. It was tho week of Get- 
tysburg. Smith was at Carlisle with a 
small force. 
Stuart with his ten thousand 


cavalry, appeared before tho town. Ho 
first sent two shells into it; then sent in n 
flag of truce demanding its immediate sur- 
render. If not surrendered ho would give 
fifteen minutes for the women and children 
to leave. Ho refused to surrender, and 
told the women and children to take to tho 
cellars. Stuart commenced his shelling 
when the fifteen minutes expired and kept 
it up all day, but did not take the town. 
Jfow Petereburg has its turn. Sooner or 
later all tilings nro made oven. Tho wheel 
turns truly and aurely. A gentleman has 
just informed mo that when tho summons 
came for the surrender, sumo of the rich 
men wont to General Smith nnd begged 
him to give itupnlmott with tears in their 
eve*, lli-i headquarters wore with a lady. 
When ho said " No I will not surrender 
tho town." tlio lady patted him on tho 
"back and said, "Bully for you, General." 
I givo it nn it was told mo. Perhaps it ia 
romance,

We have had a conversation with a very 


intelligent gentleman who left Uen. Slier-. 
man's army l«st Tuesday. He stated that 
our aoldioM were in fine health, buoyant, 
re.soJute, and confident, and eager to reach 
he retreaiiug foe. Johnston's army was 
still fulling back, the bulk of it being then 
at Atlanta, and the cavalry six miles this 
nido of that place. It was the general 
opinion that it would bo wholly impossible 
for John«t->u to inuko a successful .stand 
there or ut unv other point, IIH our num- 
I en; were isulliuieiit to flunk him wherever 
he mi^ht <y.». A large portion of the coun- 
try through wliich we arc passing is dc 
sorted by its inhabitants. Iu Cussvillti 
tcarculy a family is left. The peoplo have 
"been seized with a pauic in some neighbor- 
hoods, and fled further south to escape tho 
unexpected fury of tho invading army. 
The slaves have mostly been run olf south, 
except a few aged and decrepit one1?, who 
havo been loft to starve by their owners, 
after toiling for half a century without 
pay. 
There aro consequently 
hardly 


any slave? now coming into Gen. Sher- 
man's' lines. On hist Tuesday, about 
noon, a wagon train, 
returning 
from 


Kingston, with n small guard, was attack- 
ed by a body of rebel cavalry, and forty 
wagons wero captured. In n short time 
the guard was reinforced and fifteen wag- 
ons wero retaken, tho rest having been de- 
stroyed. Several of our soldiers wore 
killed or captured. A gentleman who has 
boon perfectly familliar with Atlanta and 
nil the adjacent territory for many years 
informed us on Saturday that thews were 
no earthworks at Atlanta, unless they 
have been made within the past month. 
There are a few batteries, and a lino of 
rifle pits. Deserters who canio in yester- 
day confirm this statement. Chattuhoo- 
cho Heights, which are eight miles this 
side of Atlanta, havo been well fortified 
near the point where the railroad crosses 
tho river. These fortifications will be of 
no avail, however, na they can easily be 
flanked. 
The 
abandonment of Dalton 


cast a deep gloom over many rebels who 
had before been confident of success. 
It 


was expected that Jonston would make 
a stubborn and triumphant resistance 
there, if at any pluco. 
Major More, 


of Johnson's atafl', Haid u tew weeks 
ago, "If wo can't hold Dalton, wo may as 
well give up, for wo can't hold anyplace."

Western Wool. 


(Prom tho Bciton Commercial Bulletin.} 


A correspondent who is an operator in 


wool, writing from Waukesha Co.^ Wis- 
consin, complains of the ill condition of 
much of the staple which ia offered from 
first bunds in that region, and undertakes 
to give the farmers pi the north-west stjiue 
wholesome advice" upon this. 
We have 


not space for his communication iu oar 
columns though we perfectly agree with 
him in regard to the iuot that much of tho 
prejudice 
existing 
among 
consumers 


ugaiiifet wool from these nowly-^etiled 
states and tho comparatively low price 
which it commands iu the eastern markets, 
are duo to the imperfect cleansing of the 
article, and the generally bad condition in 
which it is found when opened ut the point 
of consumption. 


Wo do not attribute this fault, however, 


ns ho does, wholly to tho inordinate and 
dishonest cupidity of tho grower, in en- 
deavoring to amass quantity at tho ei- 
pense of quality and to deceive^ the buyer 
by selling him dirt and grease instead of 
puro wool fibre, at the ruto of sisy-tive or 
seventy cents per pound. 
Wo think it is 


rather tho result of thoso loose and care- 
less habits which aro tho natural growth 
of that primitive mode of life which obtains 
amony the frontier settlements, whore 
cleanliness is not always considered as ono 
of the cardinal virtues, and thoso who 
know little of the details of manufacture 
havo no idea what a special virtue it is as 
applied tn the handling and preparation of 
wool. 


It ib ouo of the peccadilloes of a crude 


and rudnmental state of society, especial- 
ly that of the agricultural type, whore tho 
time la the most valuable consideration, 
and utility tho only thing aimed at, that 
its members naturally associate the fat- 
neas of the f>oil (vulgarly called diri) with 
their ideas of health and economy; it is 
strictly compatible with every domestic 
arrangement except, perhaps, tho prepa- 
ration of the actual food which is to bo 
swallowed by tho lord of the soil himself; 
especially as to manure, is it not the pab- 
ulum wliich nourished the farmers1 crops? 
And who among-, our Wisconsin rural 
friends would suspect that the eastern 
wool manufacturer would object to hav- 
ing a little rich manure mingled with his 
staple, which might, perhaps, in some 
mysterious way amilagous to tho growth 
of vegetable organism, facilitate its prop- 
er transformation into cloth? 


Moreover, tho wool clipping occurs at u 


very busy season for farmers, when the 
growing crops of corn and vegetables need 
tho unremitting attentions of the hoe and 
cultivator to keep down the weeds aud de- 
velope tho rival growth. 
Hence- His not 


strutiKO, perhaps, that in agricultural 
communities, where wool growing is incro 
ly nn incident to otw branches oHms- 
bandry, which are tho farmers' moro im- 
mediate dependence, that 
tho 
former 


should be hurried over and slighted in 
s'line of its most important delails trusting 
to luck for u profitable sale of its product. 


This, wo believe has been invariably 


tho first experience of every border state; 
and tho vices of tho custom have as inva- 
riably been reformed whenever society 
bus become more settled nnd industry 
more thoroughly organized and reduced 
to a system. 
Michigan has already pass- 


ed through this f-'amo unwashed phase of 
heavy, gross fleeces and ornamental tag- 
locks, which at present afllicts Wisconsin, 
Iowa nnd Minnesota, though tho product 
of Michigan now begins to rival in light- 
ness and pnrity that of tho older state of 
Ohio. The same may be said of Califor- 
nia whoso wool product, though of good 
staple, after thia could be got nt, was for 
•iome years almost uus-nleablo in our east- 
ern markets at any price on account of its 
filthv and hurry condition. But within 
iho fast year it has been in decidedly bet- 
tor favor with manufacturers, nnd corres- 
pondingly advamed in prico on account of 
tho greater cnro taken in handling and 
preparing for market. 


There in another thing which our north- 


western friends must attend to—if thoy 
design to make wool growing profitable— 
he.Htile 
1) not forgetting to put their slieop 


actually into tho water intend of merely 
allowing them to "look nt it" as a substi- 
tute for washing ns our correspondent mig- 
g(??h is tho custom. Thoy must improve 
their breed of animals and shelter their 
flocks in winter. Tho former thoy are al- 
ready doing to n considerable extent, by 
the migration of flocks north ward from the 
Valley of the Ohio, but they do not as yet 
apparently realize tho importance, to tho 
health and productivccncss of this class of 
qtindrujteds of good keeping and thorough 
protection from^'tho rigors of our northern 
climate. 
It should be remembered that 


the full-blooded Saxony, which yields the 
most valuable staple, is not a native but n 
tender exotic, which nn amount of usage 
and naturalization can thoroughly nccli 
mate. Thn settlers of tho Upper Lake re- 
gion, havdy themselvc-j and accustomed to 
hardy races of donicntic animals, and no- 
toriously negligent in providing winter 
quarters and subsistence for tho uncom- 
plaining denizens of the fold, that are Fell 
in u great measure to shift for themselves, 
which they generally do by dying off in 
large numbers before spring'.' 


As regards what our correspondent sayp 


about improvement in tho condition of 
western wool being checked and discour- 
aged by tho faulty judgment or indiscrim- 
inate carelessness of baying agents, who 
readily pay the samo price for ill as for 
good conditioned-staple, we are somewhat 
surprised. The most critical discrimina- 
tion upon this ground, with a correspon- 
ding difference in prices, is always made 
in this matkot, and that is what puts down 
tho character and value so much of the 
growth of thoso particular states. One 
thing i<= certain, if agents pay as much for 
a hard as for a lean lot of wo'ol there their

There it goes as 1 wvoto tho word " crash," 
at this hour of precisely 10:20 in the night. 
Listen! Ten, fifteen, twenty, thirty sec- 
.onds, nearly, I hear the deep and liollow 
rumble of the explosion amon" tho brick 
walls and iu tho streets. I roue up to Gen- 
eral Smith's quarters this, -evening. It is 
not far from the battery—a. little on its 
flank toward the town. The bolts flew 
past us every seven and a half minutes. 
Tho "express" has been doing double du- 
ty this evening. The rebels have been 
p'oanding our lines a gooddenl to-day, and 
therefore the increased Gro. It was really 
quite interesting to sit there beneath the 
refreshing shade of the trees and hear tho 
bolts go by, knowing that they weroljpow- 
ers used to punish treason and crush re- 
bellion.

' in range. General Smith remarked that 
he was paying the rebels back for what 
Stuart did at Carlisle, Pennsylvania, one 
year ago to-day. It was tho week of Get- 
tysburg. Smith was at Carlisle with a 
small force. Stuart with his ten thousand 
cavalry, appeared buforo the town. He 
first sent two shells into it; then sent in a 
flag of truce demanding its immediate sur- 
render. If not surrendered he would give 
fifteen minutes for the women and children 
to leave. He refused to surrender, and 
told the women and children to take to the 
cellars. Stuart commenced .his shelling 
when the fifteen miuutos expired and kept 


i it up all day, but did not take the town. 


Sooner or 
later all things are made'oven. The wheel 
turns truly and surely. A gentleman has 
just informed me that when the summons 
came for the surrender, some of the rich 
men went to General Smith and begged 
him to civo it up almost with tears ia their 
eves. His headquarters were with a hidy. 
When ho said " No I will not surrender 
tho tuwn," tlio lady patted him on the 
back and said, "Bully for you, General."

We do not attribute this fault, however, 


as he does, wholly to the inordinate and 
dishonest cupidity of tho grower, in en- 
deavoring to amass quantity at the ez- 
pense of quality and to deceive the buyer 
|jy selling him dirt and grease instead of 
pure wool fibre, at the rate of sixy-five or 
seventy cents per pound. 
We think it.is 


rather tho result of those loose and care- 
less habits which are the natural growth 
of that primitive mode of life which obtains 
among the frontier settlements, where 
cleanliness is not always considered as one 
of the cardinal virtues, and those who 
know little of the details of manufacture 
have no idea what a special virtue it is as 
applied tn the handling and preparation of 
wool. 


It is one of the peccadilloes of a crude 


and rudamental state of society, especial- 
ly that of the agricultural type, where the 
time is the most valuable consideration, 
and utility the only thing aimed at, that 
its members naturally associate the fat- 
ness of the soil (vulgarly called dirt} with 
their ideas of health and economy; it is 
strictly compatible . with every domestic 
arrangement except, perhaps, the prepa- 
ration of the actual food which is to be 
swallowed by the lord of the soil himself ; 
especially as to manure, is it not the pab- 
ulum which nourishes the farmers' crops? 
And who among. our Wisconsin rural 
friends would suspect thai the eastern 
wool manufacturer would object to hav- 
ing a, littlerich manure mingled with his 
staple, which might, perhaps, in some 
mysterious way analagous to the growth 
of vegetable organism, facilitate !tn prop- 
er transformation into cloth? 


Moreover, the wool clipping occurs at a 


very busy season for farmers, when the 
growing crops of corn and vegetables need 
tbo unremitting attentions of the hoe and 
cultivator to keep down the weeds and de- 
vclope the rival growth. Heace it is not 
•jti-tmjr.0, 
perhaps, that in agricultural 


uommunliion. where wool growing is mere 
ly an incident to other branches of hus- 
bandry, which are tho farrnera" mr,r6.irn- 
mediate dependence, that 
the former 


should be hurried over and slighted in 
some of its most important details trusting 
to luck for a profitable sale of its product. 


This, we believe has been invariably 


the first experience of every border state; 
and tho vices of the custom have as inva- 
riably been reformed whenever society 
has become more settled and industry 
more thoroughly organized and reduced 
to a system. 
Michigan has already pass- 


ed through this same unwashed phase of 
heavy, gross fleeces and ornamental tag- 
locks, which at present afflicts Wisconsin, 
fowa and Minnesota, though tho product 
of Michigan now begins to rival in light- 
ness and pnrity that of tho older state of 
Ohio. The same may be said of Califor- 
nia whoso wool product, though of good 
staple, after this could be got nt, was for 
<ome years almost unsaleable in our east- 
ern markets at any price on account of its 
filthy and burry condition. But within 
iho last year it has bean in decidedly bet- 
ter favor with manufacturers, and corres- 
pondingly advamed in price on account of 
the greater care taken in handling and 
preparing for market. 


Tlicre is another thing which our north- 


western friends must, attend to — if they 
ileaign l.o make wool growing profitable — 
besides not forgetting to put their slieep 
actually into the water instead of merely 
allowing them to "look at it" tis a substi- 
tute for washing as our correspondent sug- 
gests is the custom. They must improve 
:.heir breed of animals and shelter their 
(locks in winter. Tho former they are ul- 
•eady doing to a considerable extent, by 
the migration of flocks north ward from the 
valley of the Ohio, but they do not as yet 
apparently realize the importance to the 
le.ilthancl productiveness of this class ol 
jusdru peels of good keeping and thorough 
jrotection from the rigors of our northern 
iliin.ito. It should be remembered that 
he full-blooded Saxony, which yields the 
-nost valuable staple, is not a native but a 
tender exotic, winch no amount of usage 
.nd nnturalization can thoroughly accfi 
mate.- Tlio settlers of the Upper Lake re- 
_ion, hardy themselves and accustomed to 
hardy races of domestic animals, and no- 
oriously negligent in providing winter 
[iiartcrs and subsistence for tho un'com- 
jlaicing denizens of the fold, that are fen 
n a great measure to shift for themselves, 
rhich they generally dp by dying off in 
argc numbers before spring.- 


As regards what Dili-correspondent says 


ibont improvement in the condition of 
vestern wool being checked and diacour- 
iged by the faulty judgment or indiscrim- 
iiate carelessness of buying agents, who 
eadily pay the same price for ill as for 
^ood conditioned-staple, we are somewhat 
urpru'cd. 
The most critical discrimina- 


ion upon this ground, with a correspon- 
ing difference in prices, is always made 
n this maiket, and that is what puts down 
the character and value so much- of the 
growth of those particular 'states. One 
thing is certain, if agents pay as much for 
a hard as for a lean lot of wo'ol there their 
principals^ not realize as much for it
